Wholesale prices rise again 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Spurred by 
sharp increases for food, fuels and 
metals, wholesale prices rose 0 6 per 
cent in September, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said today 
For the past three months combined, 
prices have increased at a compounded 
annual rate of 11 1 per cent for bulk 
purchasers These wholesale costs even­ 
tually show up in prices consumers pay 
for goods and services 
Although the seasonally adjusted in­ 
crease in September was less than the 
rises of 0 8 per cent in August and 12 per 
cent in Julv, it was still the third highest 
for 1975 The September increase worked 


out to a 7 2 per cent annual increase 
The 
Wholesale 
Price 
Index 
in 
September stood at 177 7 from a base of 
100 in 1967 That meant wholesale buyers 
paid $177 70 for goods that would have 
cost $100 eight years ago 
Wholesale costs for food jumped 4 3 
per cent, led by higher prices for 
vegetables, beef, hogs and milk, the 
department said 
Rut even more ominous than food 
prices, which fluctuate widely and pass 
quickly through the economic system, 
was the sixth consecutive month of 
steady upward costs all along the 
production line — from minerals dug 


from the earth to finished products ready 
for delivery to consumers 
The sharp increase in the WPI during 
the past three months indicate that 
inflationary pressures on consumers 
may intensify in the months ahead 
Prices rising at a doubledigit rate — 
more than 10 per cent a year, which is a 
rarity for peacetime — were a primary 
cause of recession that ended last spring 
l^bor said fuels, metals and other 
materials that make up industrial com 
modities increased 0 7 per cent as a 
group for the biggest jump in 11 months 
Oil. natural gas. coal, electricity and 
other fuels for operating machinery and 


plants rose 1 6 per rent. Labor said Led 
by aluminum price increases, metals 
rose 0 8 per cent 


Economic indicators which measure 
trends other than inflation have been 
showing strength recently, suggesting 
that factory production and job oppor­ 
tunities are brighter But the price in­ 
crease and higher interest costs are 
dragging down potential recovery from 
the worst recession to the post World 
War II era 


The Commerce Department reported 
Wednesday that prices that do not show 
up in the wholesale index are rising

Lt. Col. Jay R. Jensen of Vandenberg 
\FB limits himself to remembering the 
aast to two or three times a month and at 
that, preferably, in the presence of large 
audiences. 
Outside of such recollections, which 
are unpleasant enough, his life now is as 
typically American as apple pie. 
He lives with his wife and their three 
teen-agers in a Vandenberg AFB home at 
1103 Birch St. The living room is comfor­ 
tably furnished and has a baby blue sofa 
and a coffee table with a volume of 
“ Reader’s Digest Condensed Books” on 
its glass top. 
When this writer walked in, two 
teen-agers were lounging on the carpeted 
floor in a corner like lazy cubs while a 
third teen-ager, sitting in a swivel chair 
and holding a photograph, observed, 
“ You know, this is the only picture taken 
of me with my hair parted straight.” 
Mrs. Jensen. I was told, went to pick 
up the colonel from work, so sit down 
and relax 
“ Are you going to interview my daddy 
and make us all famous again?,“ one 
youngster asked. 
The colonel, in uniform, soon came 
through the front door. He turned out to 
be a very tranquil person, the type you 
usually get around to asking, “ Do you 
yell when you get mad?” 
Many may feel that Jensen has a lot to 
be mad and to yell about. He was a 
prisoner of war for six years in a 
country that cruelly violated the Geneva 
Convention During that time thousands 
of American men evaded the draft and 
refused to fight His first wife divorced 
him. 
Since his release from North Vietnam 
in 1973, he has accepted hundreds of 
speaking requests and says he will con­ 
tinue to speak to civic organizations, 
scouts, school classes and church groups 
for as long as they ask 
“ It is an emotional stress to keep 
recounting 
those 
emotional 
ex­ 
periences,” said Jensen “ But I think 
maybe that was the reason I came 
home, to tell people of the experience ” 
What he tells audiences is what he feels 
has never been properly told about the 
war and the POWs. The brutality and 
torture suffered by the POWs under the 
communists, for example. 
“ I'm not living in the past. The ex­ 
periences are over But it is important 
that the youth of our country understand 
what really happened in that war." he 
said 
Jensen's complete story — including 
what happened to him in captivity, how

Hearst Harrises indicted 
by L.A. county grand jury 


he feels about amnesty, the danger of 
moral decay he sees in the country today 
and how God has ordained much of “ the 
establishment” 
for 
the 
benefit 
of 
mankind — is documented at length in 
his book. “ Six Years in Hell.” 
He began writing the book a year after 
his return by taping the information and, 
with the help of his new wife Jan, 
transcribing and editing the words. It 
was published in Nov. 1974 by Horizon 
Publishers 
“ Six Years in Hell,” is now one of six 
or seven books that have been written by 
former POWs. 
Commenting 
on 
the 
difference 
between his book and the others, the 
colonel remarked, “ They just tell of the 
experience. I try to philosophize on it.” 
On the Vietnam War POW, he writes: 
“ Because of the extreme torture so 
widespread, the solitary confinement 
also on a general basis and considering 
the long, long period of internment—up 
to eight years for some, I believe as a 
group the Vietnam POWs performed ex­ 
ceptionally well, and that you as a 
country can be very proud of them .” 
On amnesty: “ First of all, whatever 
Congress and the President decide to do I 
will support them. However, my per­ 
sonal views are that I do not believe in a 
blanket overall just forget it, old buddy, 
forgiveness’ for war deserters and draft 
resisters.” 
On God and America: “ I find it very 
difficult to separate God and America, 
nor do I think we should except in ad­ 
ministrative government But the spirit 
of God is in America and always has 
been.” 
On 
rebellion 
against 
“ the 
es­ 
tablishment” by the youth: “ Much of 
that establishment has been ordained by 
God himself for the benefit of man. In 
the past, men were successful and ad­ 
mired because they contributed more to 
the community than they took out Now 
many want to get out more than they put 
in — want to gain the benefit without the 
service and responsibility. They, by 
propaganda, parades, demonstrations, 
riots, terror, crime and evil — tear down 
the very source of our benefits — their 
own benefits.” 
So far Jensen has not been able to get 
sufficient publicity from the press about 
his book, although good marks have been 
received from the few papers that have 
reviewed it. he said 


“ The press thinks that the American 
people are not interested anymore in 
Vietnam and the POWs, but I don t 
believe that.” the colonel commented, 
noting that he continues to receive heavy 
requests to speak and people continue to 
buy his book after the talk. 


Lieutenant Col 
Jensen arrived at 
Vandenberg AFB on Aug 16 and has had 
over 30 speaking requests already

$112 billion 
for defense 
gets House OK 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House to­ 
day approved a $112 billion defense 
spending bill and rejected efforts to 
make public the portion of the package 
earmarked for the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 
The large money measure, which was 
nearly $9 billion below what the ad­ 
ministration sought for the 15-month 
period that started July 1. was passed on 
a 353-61 vote and sent to the Senate. 
Most of the three days of debate 
leading to passage centered on a move to 
spell out the CIA’s budget which is con­ 
cealed in an overall $2 billion item for 
Air Force procurement.

legislation to stave off bankruptcy of the 
unemployment insurance fund by in­ 
creasing employer contributions almost

The measure (AB91) by Assemblyman 
Alister McAlister, D-San Jose, also in­ 
creases maximum weekly unemploy­ 
ment benefits from $90 to $104 It takes 
effect Jan 1. 


federal charges in San Francisco and 
that those apparently would take prece­ 
dence over the Los Angeles prosecution 
The indictment charged the trio with 
two counts of kidnaping, three counts of

released unharmed 
The day after the shoplifting incident, 
six members of the SLA. which kidnaped 
Miss Hearst from her Berkeley apart­ 
ment Feb 4. 1974. died in a South Los 
Angeles home during a shootout with 
police 
Miss Hearst and the Harrises had been 


the object of one of the most intense 
nationwide searches in the history of the 
FBI until their capture in San Francisco 
Sept 18 
The Harrises were brought to Los 
Angeles last week for arraignment on 18 
charges filed against them by the district 
attorney’s office on May 22 1974 Miss 
Hearst remained in San Francisco for 
prosecution of federal charges stemming 
from a bank robbery following her kid­ 
naping 
The grand jury indictment supercedes 
the district attorney’s complaint and 
also cancels a scheduled preliminary 
hearing for the couple next Wednesday in 
Municipal Uourt 


In a related development in the bizarre 
case, an attempt by Black Muslims to 
get plans of the Stanford Medical ( enter 
where Miss Hearst. 21. was undergoing 
additional psychiatric testing was dis­ 
closed by the government

However, a 
spokesman for the Justice Department 
said Miss Hearst she was returned to her

The state-mandated public safety ele­ 
ment is a closely woven web of reality 
posed against our human needs and the 
limits of our ability to bring the two into 
harmony. Given our present circum­ 
stance. the element explains how close 
we can get by individual and common ac­ 
tion to achieve ultimate harmony How 
much of the ultimate can we afford’’ 
The section on geologic hazards is 
typical of the method used by Mike 
Kaufman, urban planner and before him, 
A1 
Autry, 
community 
development 
director who resigned recently 
First of all the element refers to the 
county’s 
comprehensive 
plan 
for 
specifics on seismic and other geologic 
hazards in Lompoc and the surrounding 
vallev Then the section continues with 


an imposing “ Identification of structures 
of potential unacceptable risk 


On residential structures, homes and 
apartments, the element says “ Most all 
of the structures in Lompoc can be clas­ 
sified as acceptable or tolerable risks 
based upon Lompoc's mean structural 
age and building occupancy profile Over 
60 per cent of the urban land area is 
single family residential development of 
20 years or less age.’’ 
However, the element notes that some 
areas in the south central portion of the 
city must be surveyed to see if they could 
withstand a “ geologic event 
an 
earthquake 
Results of a survey of a nine-block 
area of the downtown commercial sec­ 
tion “ indicate a number of buildings 
which 
are 
suspect 
in 
terms 
of 
earthquake safety ” 
The same section also outlines the 
earthquake hazard to water supplies, 
natural gas and electric service, and also 
offers measures for mitigation 
There are references to the city s use 
of 
the 
uniform 
building codes for 
engineering construction design and 


practices 
that 
will 
cut 
down 
on 
earthquake damage 
“ Those projects 
which cannot meet the standards and 
specifications for reasonable security m 
health safety and general welfare < an not 
be constructed ” That statement is ok 
viously the ideal How far the city goes 
to achieve it will be up to the people 
The city makes use of the zoning or­ 
dinance to regulate land use and now in 
this modem day. a new emphasis on en­ 
vironmental considerations 
An example of the latter is this 
statement 
The City of Lompoc utilizes 
an open space zone when data suggests 
an unacceptable level of risk may be pre­ 
sent in an area making it relatively un­ 
inhabitable There is potential, however, 
to create new zone designations or 
overlav zones which more specifically 
regulate development according to the 
type of geologic hazard identified With 
this concept, it could be feasible to main­ 
tain an orderly development pattern 
without creating 
unacceptable 
risks 
when suitable alternatives exist 
The question of alternatives and the 
question of direction will be up to the 
people as we sav

Three skin divers surrendered to 
sheriff’s detectives last night after 
reportedly turning over to authorities 
$6,000 worth of nautical equipment 
allegedly stolen from the Last Straw, a 
44-foot sloop that ran aground off 
Government Point. 
Arrested were Michael Don Zucker, 
24, of Sant Barbara Harbor; Lloyd Dana 
Phillips, 24, of New York; and Charles 
Vernon Vaught. 32. of Long Beach The 
three were charged with grand theft Bail 
was set at $2,500 each. Officials said the 
suspects would be arraigned in Santa 
Barbara Municipal Court but that they 
would face a preliminary hearing in 
Lompoc Justice Court. 
The three are charged with stealing 
sails, steel sinks, winches and an anchor 
off the Last Straw that went aground last 
Friday night south of Lompoc 
Bert 
Jackson, owner of the craft out of 
Sausalito. hired Tim O’Bryan, 43, of 
Santa Barbara, to watch over the craft 
pending salvage It was a series of O’­ 
Bryan’s color photos of the theft opera­ 
tion that figured in the investigation 
The Last Straw was reportedly looted 
by skin divers Sunday using an abalone 
boat, Maggie s Farm, out of Santa Bar­ 
bara to carry away the loot Harbor 
patrols impounded the craft when it put 
back to its berth Sunday night 
Jackson has been trying to salvage the 
Last Straw since the grounding Witnes­ 
ses say there is a large hole in the craft’s 
hull Jackson apparently abandoned in­ 
itial plans to refloat the vessel, and now 
will try to lift it off the sand by crane and 
transport it overland to a repair drydock

Ford made no reference to World War 
II. in which Japan attacked Pearl Hai bor 
while Hirohito was emperor But the 
Japanese leader said the two countries

Our peoples withstood the challenges 
of one tragic interlude, when the Pacific 
Ocean, the symbol of tranquility, was in­ 
stead a rough and stormy sea. and have 
built today unchanging ties of friendship 
and goodwill,” he said

said there was good water coming from 
Miguelito Canyon

whether it might be diverted for city use 
used for a “ flushing ’ action at the city’s 
sewer plant, or allowed to percolate to 
recharge the underground basin 
The 
proposals were advanced as possible 
alternatives to revived proposals to im 
prove and enlarge the channel with 
federal funds Plans call for concretizing 
the sides and bottom of the earthen chan 
nel 
Max Wilson, president of Lompoc 
Resource Conservation District and a 
proponent of the channel improvement 
said there was an impervious clav 
barrier at a depth of about 100 feet that 
would prevent the percolation into the 
underground aquifers and that the water 
was of such poor qua lit v it was better to 
get it to the Santa Ynez River and thence 
to the ocean as fast as possible Wilson 
also said that the proposed improve­ 
ments were designed to expedite the 
speed of the water and that the channel 
when and if improved would only be a lit­ 
tle larger than at present Basically the 


channel 
carries 
flood 
waters 
from 
Miguelito Channel past the city and to 
the river That occurs during winter 
months 
VI Thompson water department direc­ 
tor 
and Dale Bachelor 
water plant 
supervisor 
concurred 
with 
Wilsons 
remarks and added additional informa­ 
tion on the deteriorating quality of the 
water coming out of the canvon 
In the end Lemos said he w a s satisfied 
with the answers to his questions

Warnings issued 
for garage sales

A quirk source of cash these 
days of unemployment and 
recession is the old-fashioned 
garage sale where junk hunters 
and “ early callers” will pay 
money for that old headboard, 
for toys your kids have out­ 
grown. for the dinette set and 
bicycle parts you have been 
saving, but know you will never 
use 
But wait! 
Before you place your new­ 
spaper ad describing gift items 
galore, canning jars, infant 
carrier, appliances, furniture 
and paint, you better be sure 
you have a permit, if you live in 
I/ompoc Otherwise you're in 
trouble 
One careful reader of the gar­ 
age sale classified ads is Ed 
Brooks, a planning technician 
at the Lompoc Community 
Development 
Department. 
Brooks is in charge of enforcing 
the city’s 
zoning ordinance 
which regulates garage sales 
“ About once a month. I check 
the newspaper and see which 
garage sales haven’t gotten 
their permits.” Brooks said 
“ Then I drive around to the ad­ 
dress and tell them they need a 
permit Most people who don’t 
have one say, i didn’t know I 
needed one ’” 
Section 7746 of the Lompoc 
Zoning Ordinance requires a 
person get a $2 permit from the 
Community 
Development 
Department before he or she 
can either advertise or conduct 
a garage sale. The city limits 


each address to one garage sale 
every six months and says the 
sale can last only 60 con­ 
secutive hours 
Signs 
advertising 
garage 
sales are also regulated by the 
ordinance — only two signs of 
not more than four square feet 
are allowed They can be dis­ 
played only during the sale and 
on the property of the sale, not 
attached to a telephone pole, 
power pole, street light, street 
tree or fire plug 
Brooks said he found the most 
flagrant violation of the sign 
regulation at the comer of H 
and Ocean Avenue when he was 
coming home from work one 
evening “ There on the traffic 
control 
box 
was 
this 
big 
homemade sign advertising a 
garage sale way over on Y or Z 
streets and we took down about 
three other signs for that same 
sale that were plastered all 
over town " 
Most people. Brooks said, are 
aware of the zoning regulation 
and get the necessary permit. 
“ It’s not a really big deal, kind 
of a pest of thing we have to 
keep watching Those who don’t 
have a permit aren’t aware 
they need one. but no one has 
refused to pay when I tell 
them ” 
He said the zoning ordinance 
on garage sales doesn’t carry a 
specific 
penalty. 
However 
Brooks said the I^ompoc City 
Code calls for a fine of not 
more than $500 and/or a six- 
month prison term for violators 
of any ordinance that doesn’t 
carry its own specific penalty.

Jr. has signed into law AB 1952, 
authored 
by 
Assemblyman 
Gary K 
Hart (D-Santa Bar­ 
bara) which requires the State 
Lands Commission to conduct 
research into natural and man- 
made offshore oil and gas 
seepage 
“ We know that natural oil 
seeps occur in the Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel and that seepage 
is increasing Before approving 
increased oil and gas produc­ 
tion we need to know more than

relationship between the two 
activities." Hart said 
Questions about cause-and- 
effect as relates to seepage

Radar to catch speeders 
wanted by highway patrol 


SACRAMENTO 
(U P!) 
California 
Highway 
Patrol 
Commissioner 
Glen 
Craig 
wants to use radar to help catch 
violators of the 55-mile-an-hour 
m aximum speed limit. 
The patrol never has used 
radar for speed lim it enforce­ 
ment in the past, but Craig said 
the device now was necessary 
to curtail speeding on Cali­ 
fornia freeways because tradi­ 
tional 
CHP 
enforcem ent 
methods seem to be failing 
Acting shortly after the state 
Energy Commission called on 
the CHP Wednesday to "strict­ 
ly enforce” the 55 m p h. lim it. 
Craig announced he will ask the 
legislature for authorization in 
the 
next 
state 
budget 
to 
purchase 200 radar units. He 
said he "assum ed” Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. would agree 
with the Request. 
Craig said he would ask for 
the type of radar that can be 
used in a "moving, visible CHP 
vehicle. I don’t want patrol of­ 
ficers to hide or make radar a 
furtive tool. 
"They’re going 
to be out 
there in plain sight with a 
device that can tell them the 
speed of any vehicle moving in 
either direction.” Craig said. 
“We are not after more cita­ 
tions but better com pliance.” 
The legislature in past ses­ 
sions has rejected proposals for 
the patrol to use radar. The 
Team sters Union, which repre­ 


sents truck drivers, has stead­ 
fastly opposed radar 
"I think the public will back 
us 
because 
of 
the 
speed 
situation.” Craig said "Scores 
of letters com e to my office 
every week demanding more 
enforcem ent, and radar would 
be a valuable aid ” 
The 200 units, costing about 
$300.000. would equip about one- 
fifth of the CHP cars patrolling 
the highways during an aver­ 
age shift. 
Energy Com m issioner 
Bob 
Moretti. 
form er 
Assembly 
speaker who authored the law 
imposing the 55 m.p h lim it in 
1973. has publicly criticized the 
patrol for complaining that it 
spends half its tim e catching 
speeders.

"There is a popular concep­ 
tion that the speed lim it is not

Kidney patient 
dies finally of 
heart seizure

Chuck McCracken waited al­ 
m ost three months for death, 
but in the end it cam e unex­ 
pectedly. 
McCracken, of San Bernar­ 
dino. died Wednesday night at 
Loma Linda Community Hos­ 
pital. 11 weeks and four days 
after he took him self off the ar­ 
tificial kidney that kept him 
alive. He was 37. 
Blind and partially paralyzed 
from a kidney ailm ent and 
diabetes, McCracken said the 
dialysis treatm ents he needed 
w ere "sheer agony” and he 
wished "to die in dignity " 
He had been ill for 24 years 
and even if he continued the 
treatm ents, 
doctors 
had 
warned him he would probably 
die in about a year. "I don’t 
believe a person should com m it 
suicide.” 
he 
said, 
but 
he 
believed God gave him the right 
to choose death in his own tim e 
over life dragged out by a 
machine. 
"To be kept alive by doctors 
is not quite hum ane.” 
He was in and out of the 
hospital as his health slowly 
failed. He w as rehospitalized 
Tuesday "so his fam ily would 
not have to live with m em ories 
of his death in their hom e,” a 
friend said. 
All along he had expected to 
die 
of 
urem ic 
poisoning, 
a 
lingering death preceded by sl­ 
ipping into a deepening com a. 
He expected to feel the ap­ 
proach of death - "twitching of 
nerves, drowsiness, nausea, a 
com atose state and then sleep, ” 
he once predicted 


While sitting in his hospital 
room Tuesday night, talking 
with his wife Barbara and two 
brothers, McCracken died of a 
heart seizure brought on by the 
strain of his condition. 


He died within m inutes, said 
his m inister, the Rev. Bill Jol­ 


ly

Southern California Gas of­ 
ficials. 
m eanwhile, 
disclosed 
selection W ednesday of a 390- 
m ile route for a pipeline to 
carry the gas from Canada to 
Oregon. 


A consortium of firm s would 
jointly operate a large pipeline 
from Prudhoe Bay in Alaska to 
Kingston, 
British 
Columbia, 
just north of the U.S. border. A 
30-inch pipe would break off at 
that 
point 
and 
run 
through 
Idaho to the Rye Valley in 
Oregon, where it would feed 
into the utility’s existing lines. 


The pipe would carry 450 
million cubic feet of Alaskan 
gas a day into the Southern 
California Gas network, which 
currently sends out som e 2.5 
million cubic feet daily. 


Asked later about the radar 
proposal. Moretti said he didn’t 
"really care how it was en­ 
forced 
but 
the CHP should 
justify the need for m ore man­ 
power or 
equipment 
to the 
legislature.” 
Craig said. "Speed citations 
are 2 ' 2 tim es higher than 1973. 
and that’s the m aximum pres­ 
sure we can apply If I shifted 
any more em phasis to 55 m p h 
highways, it would mean taking 
too many officers away from 
higher accident locations.” 


He said adding more patrol­ 
men to the force would be more 
expensive and less effective 
than purchasing radar units. He 
said the total radar purchase 
would cost taxpayers about the 
sam e as em ploying 10 addition­ 
al patrolmen for only one year. 


Craig 
conceded 
that 
the 
number of citations alm ost cer­ 
tainly would be "an initial side 
effect” of radar use but said 
that w as not the intent and 
hopefully m otorists would re­ 
spond by driving slower. 


"M otorists them selves will 
be more concerned if we in­

Warden Tim M. Keohane of 
the Federal Correction Center 
for Youths said the inmates, 
Alfred S. Rollins Jr., 19. and 
Henry M. Cassidy, 20. were 
talked into surrendering by 
Father Tim Ondahl, the center 
chaplain, and counselor Paul 
Ortiz. 
“ They did the communicating 
all day and they are the ones 
who 
deserve 
the 
credit,” 
Keohane said. 
Cassidy, of Missoula, Mont., 
was serving a term for an In­ 
dian reservation burglary and 
Rollins, of Kansas City, Mo., 
was serving a sentence for bank 
robbery. 
Officials said the incident 


began 
shortly 
after 
noon 
Wednesday when Nancy Shoup, 
Cassidy’s l9-year-old girlfriend, 
apparently smuggled two guns 
to him during visiting hours. 
Cassidy then went to an adja­ 
cent room where he freed 
Rollins at gunpoint and the two 
returned to the visitors’ room, 
took the hostages and tried to 
flee 
A guard in a control room 
saw the men with the guns and 
slammed the door, locking the 
prisoners and their hostages in 
the visiting room. Three shots 
were fired during the ordeal, 
but no one was injured 
A television newsman whom 
the prisoners requested as a go-

men

Chocolate-Almond Zucchini Bread 
$ eggs 
2 cups sugar 
1 cup salad oil 
2 squares (2 ounces) unsweetened baking chocolate 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 cups grated or finely shredded zucchini squash 
3 cups flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
I teaspoon cinnamon 


I I teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon soda 
1 cup diced or chopped almonds 
Beat eggs until lemon colored. Beat in sugar and oil. 
Melt baking chocolate over hot water and mix into egg 
mixture along with vanilla and zucchini Sift flour with 
salt, cinnamon, baking powder and soda. With a large 
mixing spoon stir into zucchini mixture along with chop­ 
ped or diced almonds When thoroughly mixed, spoon into 
2 very well oiled 9x5-inch loaf pans. Bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for 1 hour and 20 minutes, or until 
done. Cool in pans for 15 or 20 minutes, then turn out onto 
a rack 
When cold, cut into thin slices. Spread with soft butter 
or whipped cream cheese. Especially delicious as a 
breakfast bread or for teas and snacks. Makes 2 large 
loaves. 
This bread also freezes beautifully. 
Personally tested and enjoyed was the recipe your 
editor has taken from the “ All Beef Cookbook" published 
by the American National CowBelles. Inc. Asparagus 
stalks make a good accompaniment to 


Beef and Potato Roll 
l 1 2 lb lean ground beef 
1 cup soft bread crumbs 
1 * 2 tbsp. instant minced onion 


‘a cup dry white wine 
14 tsp salt 
I egg. beaten 
1» tsp Italian herb seasoning 


I I tsp pepper 
1 pkg (12 oz ) frozen hashed brown potatoes, thawed 
1 3 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
4 cup chopped parsley 
1 tsp onion powder 
tomato sauce (see recipe below» 
Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Mix crumbs, onion, wine, 
salt egg. herb seasoning, and pepper. Let stand a minute 
to moisten crumbs. Add meat, and mix with fork until 
well blended Shape into a flat 10-inch square on a sheet of 
waxed paper Mix potatoes with cheese, parsley, and 
onion powder Arrange in an even layer over the meat, 
leaving 1-inch uncovered on two opposite sides Roll up, 
starting with one side where meat is not covered with 
potatoes, using paper to lift meat. Place seam side down 
in shallow, lightly greased roasting pan 
Bake in 
moderately hot oven about 35 minutes. Spoon tomato 
sauce over meat, and bake 5-10 minutes longer. Remove 
to serving platter, slice and serve. Makes 8 servings 


Tomato Sauce 
4 cup dry white wine 
1 tsp. prepared mustard 
1 can (8 oz.) tomato sauce 
Combine and blend well. Spoon over meat as directed 
Hint: Put a strip or two of partially cooked bacon in bot­ 
tom of a meat loaf pan to prevent it from sticking; the 
bacon flavor won't transfer Better yet. bake the loaf on a 
rack in a small roasting pan and forget about sticking. 
Place the bacon, uncooked, over the top and now the 
bacon flavor will transfer - so much the better.

Serra poses problems for Conqs 


AN has kind words 
for almost everyone

MANILA (UPI) — Somehow things always look a little better the next day. 
Only 24 hours after trying to destroy him. Muhammad Ali could find nothing but 
warmth and charity in his heart for Joe Frazier He didn’t have a single harsh word 
for anyone, in fact, except perhaps for a slight dig at Jack Dempsey, and there was no 
more talk about retiring 
"I don’t wanna quit today as I did an 
hour after the fight,” said Muhammad 
Ali, only an octave or so above a 
whisper 
He sat in an easy chair in his hotel 
suite here completely relaxed, and in his 
lap was one of the local newspapers with 
a full blown picture of him on the front 
page and a big, black headline proclaim­ 
ing “ Ali Wins.” 
The dark glasses he wore didn’t fully 
hide the purplish “ mouse” under his 
right eye and if they did anything, they 
only accentuated his cheeks, both of 
which were puffed a bit like warm brown 
muffins at breakfast time. 
A short time earlier, at his hotel, Joe 
Frazier had said he and Ali had a conver­ 
sation going all through their fight, and 
that some of the dialogue between them 
had been “ pretty rough ” The challenger 
wasn't going to divulge what had been 
said, though 
Neither was Ali 
He didn’t see any point to it Besides, 
he felt he might be hurting Frazier. 
“ If he isn’t gonna say anything, I 
won t," said Ali. “ He’s gotta live. He’s 
helped me; I’ve helped him. We’re not 
enemies. We made each other rich.” 
From some of his observations, Ali 
gave away the fact he did not know how 
the fight was going before it was stop­ 
ped 
“ No, I never thought I was gonna lose 
the fight, but I knew if I didn’t pull it out 
at the end, it was * possibility,” he said. 
“ Why? Too much American influence, 
the referee, the crowd.” 
The referee? 
“ Yeah,” Ali said “ The referee was 
working for him. I got hit low a coupla’ 
times, and the referee okayed it.” 
For the first time, Ali revealed his 
“ battle plan.” It was to wear down 
Frazier as soon as possible, get in there 
and throw some bombs and knock him 
out if he could. No provision was made 
for any of the fancy stuff. 
“ If I had done the Ali dance. I’d be the 
one to have quit after fourteen,” the 
champ said. 
“ I don’t think he should retire,” said 
Ali of Frazier. “ He don’t have to. He's 
great. He’s two years younger than I am 
and you must realize he fought the 
greatest and the fastest fighter who ever 
lived You don't have to quit because I 
beat you... Listen, that man is great. 
He’s super great to take all that punish­ 
ment. He’s a helluva man ” 
The reference to Jack Dempsey came 
while Ali was talking about the great 
fight Frazier had given him. 
“ Dempsey made a prediction Frazier 
would win. and he was almost right,” Ali 
said. “ You see, fighters are jealous of 
other fighters. Ballplayers are jealous 
of other ballplayers. People don’t like 
others to 
surpass their records. You 
can’t rate Jack Dempsey with Muham­ 
mad Ali in world popularity, so that’s 
why they’ make little envious state­ 
ments like thev do.”

The Cabrillo defense has yielded a total of 74 rushing 
yards, and one touchdown, in two ballgames The Serra 
Cavaliers have been similarly stingy, allowing just one 
touchdown in two evenings of football. 
So prospects of a high-scoring battle are slim 
tomorrow night when the Cavs host the Conqs in the 
next-to-last pre-league football game for both schools. 
Serra beat La Puente 10-0 two weeks ago. then lost to 
a tough Inglewood club 6-0 last week on a 74-yard 
touchdown run 
Cabrillo tied San Marcos 10-10, then thumped a weak 
and small Dos Pueblos team 26-0 
"Serra is big. tough, and fast,” said Conq coach Ed 
Knowles, offering a capsule scouting report 
The Cavs, so far, have used the forward pass only in 
desperation (they threw three times against La 
Puente), choosing instead to concentrate on pounding 
the ball up the middle 
The main weapon in this ground attack is John Zabel, 
a 6-0, 190-pound fullback in Serra's Kansas City I forma­ 
tion, where the two running backs are stacked behind 
the quarterback 
Zabel gained an even 100 yards in 13 carries against 


Cabrillo last year as a sophomore The Cavs won 18-7. 
With such a non-subtle offensive game plan, the Cavs 
obviously have confidence in their interior blocking The 
big man inside is two-way tackle Hector Guerrero, who 
scales 6-4 and 245. 
“ Their offense presents a lot of problems for any 
defense.” says Knowles. “ It’s not something you see all 
the time Sometimes they shift out of the I, and they run 
a lot of cross or counter-action plays. It’s tough to key 
on different backs.” 


If the Conqs are worried about Zabel, you can bet the 
Cavs are doubly concerned about the Cabrillo running 
attack. Halfbacks Ron Carney (293 yards in two games) 
and Andre McGant (164 yards) have had their own way 
two weeks in a row 
And Serra is vulnerable to the run, or at least was last 
week when Inglewood’s Jarvis Redwine romped for 204 
yards in 17 carries, including the winning touchdown. 
Serra. however, is likely to pose more of a defensive 
problem than San Marcos, and is almost certain to be 
tougher than Dos Pueblos. Thus, there will be less room 
for error — Cabrillo has fumbled 12 times in two games, 
and lost half of them. 


“ If we could eliminate stupid mistakes.” our offen­ 
sive potential is unlimited, says Knowles. 
Unlike last year, when Cabrillo was ravaged by the flu 
when they lost to Serra. there will be no excuses 
tomorrow’ The Conqs are the picture of health, except 
for noseguard Albert Reyes, recovering from a recent 
illness.

Sports pioneer 
MacPhail dead 


MIAMI (UPI) — Only two days after 
the death of Casey Stengel, baseball lost 
another of its great names Wednesday 
when Larry MacPhail, one of the game’s 
great innovators, passed away at the age 
of 85. 
MacPhail, who lived at the Jackson 
Manor Nursing Home here, leaves a 
widow, Jean, and four children—Lee 
MacPhail, president of the American 
League. Bill MacPhail, a vice president 
of CBS Sports, Jeanie MacPhail and 
Marian McDermott. 


MacPhail was one of baseball’s first 
great promoters and he never ceased 
searching for the one extra stunt that 
might bring more fans into the park. His 
most historic move came in Cincinnati in 
May. 1935, when baseball was played at 
night for the first time. 
He had other touches far ahead of his 
contemporary executives. MacPhail was 
the first to use a jet plane to move his 
team around the country and he was one 
of the first to use the Caribbean for spr­ 
ing training. 
MacPhail played a key role reassembl­ 
ing the New York Yankees dynasty club 
after the end of World War II in 1945. 
Two years later, the Yankees were 
World Champions again and they amas­ 
sed 15 pennants in 18 years. He earlier 
was an owner of the Brooklyn Dodgers. 
Intriguing match: pupil vs. teacher

When jiu jitsu masters Howard Gross and 
Sanzo Seki step onto the mat Friday, it will 
be a classical match of youth and strength 
against age and wisdom 
It will be classical in another way, too. 
That of the teacher being challenged bv his 
best student 


Gross, head jiu jitsu instructor at the 
martial arts building on Vandenberg AFB. 
is a 26-year-old fifth degree black belt He 
began to study this ancient Japanese mar­ 
tial art 16 years ago under Seki at Los 
Angeles Valley College and is still a student 
under him 


Seki — age unknown — is a sixth degree 
black belt and the current US jiu jitsu 
champion He has taught the art for 17 years 
at the college 
It is rumored that he is expert in a score 
of different martial arts. It is known that he 
has trained police departments and that 
during World War II he instructed the 
Marines in hand-to-hand combat. 
Some claim that Seki, in a rare moment 
of openness, revealed this country had sent 


him out alone on secret war missions into 
the Pacific. 
About two months ago Gross stunned the 
college’s regular Tuesday night class by an­ 
nouncing he was formally challenging Seki 
to a full contact, championship match. No 
one had been forewarned that the challenge 
was coming, including Seki who was sitting 
next to him on the mat 
“ The class thought I would have been the 
last one to challenge The Man. I guess 
because I’ve been with him all these 
years,” Gross said during an interview on 
base last week 
The Man, Sanzo Seki He is half Japanese, 
half Caucasian and a man of mystery to 
members of the California branch of the 
Jiu Jitsu Federation, of which Seki is the 
president 
He is small and thin, weighing maybe 100 
pounds Yet he has successfully defended 
his title for six years. The last challenge 
came 
from 
a 
big-mouthed 
30(Lpound 
wrestler who found himself defeated in se­ 
conds. 
Off the mat a student may find The Man 
in a friendly mood or sitting grim-faced 
behind sunglasses in a well-lit room. On the 


mat, beki is always stern, demanding and 
disciplined 
He has turned down a seventh degree 
merit promotion from Japan because he 
chooses to earn his rank by beating a higher 
degree opponent in a match. 
Gross was 10 years old when he walked 
into the college gym for the first time, smil­ 
ing broadly with a ghe slung over his back 
and a year of judo under his belt. Seven 
grinding years later he was promoted to a 
first degree black belt by Seki 
Gross has been with Seki longer than any 
student He was tested and recommended 
bv Seki for every promotion he has made 
Seki trained Gross well enough that when 
he entered his first and only tournament in 
New York in 1967, he defeated five black 
belts in a row to win the state jiu jitsu 
championship. 
Gross readily remarked, “ He has taught 
me respect, confidence and that I never 
have to prove anything to anyone And he 
has taught me how to protect myself " 
Theirs has not just been a teacher-student 
relationship 
“ He has been almost like my second 
father." said Gross “ In fact, my father 


would get jealous.” 
Now the teacher’s best student has for­ 
mally challenged the teacher, the only stu­ 
dent to ever challenge The Man. 
The tournament will be held Friday at 
7:30 p.m. at the Los Angeles Valley College. 
A series of kung fu and karate demonstra­ 
tions will be held as a prelude to the 
evening's main event. Southern California’s 
top martial artists are expected to be in the 
audience. 
For the past two months. Gross has oozed 
with confidence about the match in front of 
his base jiu jitsu class. But he is typically 
confident, even boastful about his ability 
and the effectiveness of this little-publicized 
art of self-defense. 
His attitude toward the match was dif­ 
ferent during the interview. He conceded, 
for example, he probably will lose to Seki. 
“ I don’t feel I will ever live long enough to 
know everything he knows.” admitted 
Gross. 
Why make the challenge then0 The 
answer could only come from the teacher’s 
best student. 
“ To find out,” he answered, “ how well he 
taught me."

Davey Lopes: 
100 steals 
is possible 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Davey 
Lopes, the new king of the base stealers 
in the major leagues, has never been ac­ 
cused of lacking self confidence 
In fact, the Los Angeles Dodgers’ se­ 
cond baseman often is described as 
cocky and brash. 
Lopes, 29. swiped 77 bases this season, 
including 38 in a row to break Max 
Carey’s big league record of 31 set in 
1922 And, he says, he has the potential to 
steal 100 next season. 
“ I always knew I had the ability to lead 
the majors,” he said. “ It was something 
I strived for the last three years. It was 
just a matter of getting on base and get­ 
ting the opportunity to steal this year. 
“ I’m extremely satisfied with what I 
did and I think I’ve arrived. But I do feel 
I have the capability of stealing 100 
That’s the figure that all the great base 
runners throw up in front of your face. Of 
course, you never know what an in­ 
dividual is capable of doing until he ac­ 
tually goes out and does it. 
"No one can tell me I don’t have the 
ability to steal 100 because they don’t 
know. If a player has a lucky season, 
there’s no telling what that individual is 
likely to accomplish.” 
One year after St. Louis’ Lou Brock set 
a major league record with 118 stolen 
bases, breaking former Dodger Maury 
Wills’ mark of 104, Lopes finished with 
seven more steals than Mickey Rivers of 
the California Angels. Rivers led the 
American League. 
"I never thought Maury’s record (set 
in 1962) would be broken and then Brock 
went out and stole 118,” said the Dodger 
infielder. “ It just seems like every 
record that’s set is broken sooner or 
later. 
“ So I think it’s possible to break 
Brock’s record but everything would 
have to go your way There are players 
now who have the potential. Mickey 
Rivers is one who has the potential. 
“ But it will take a lot of sacrifice. 
You’d have to play every day and you 
couldn’t be injured. You’d have to be on 
your own consistently and you’d have to 
steal regardless of the situation or the 
score.” 
Lopes stole 77 bases while hitting .262 
this year — his lowest batting average in 
his three years as a Dodger regular. 
He swiped 59 bases and hit 266 when 
Los Angeles won the National League 
pennant last season. 
In 1973, the 
muscular 5-9, 170-pound product of East 
Providence, R.I., had a .275 batting 
average and had 36 stolen bases. 
“ Everything would have to fall into 
place for me to steal 100,” Lopes con­ 
tinued. “ The big key is the on-base 
percentage but a lot of little things go 
into making a base stealer successful. 
“ You just can’t say if a player hits .275 
or 300 and gets 100 walks, he'll steal 100 
bases. That’s not true. For one thing, you 
have to have a No. 2 hitter who takes 
pitches. Lou Brock could be on a certain 
club and have a hitter behind him who 
doesn’t take pitches and he wouldn't 
steal 65 bases." 
Although he will have a title to defend 
when next April arrives, the Dodgers’ 
talented leadoff hitter won’t feel any ex­ 
tra pressure. 
“ The only pressure on me is from 
within myself.” he remarked “ I set cer­ 
tain goals for myself every year and I try 
never to become complacent. 
“ I’ll simply try to repeat next year. I 
know I’m going to steal at least 60 to 70 
bases.” 
The Dodgers finished 20 games behind 
the Cincinnati Reds in the NL West this 
season and Lopes bristled when asked 
about the deficit.

Brock was impersonating a 
gung-ho bulletin board The es­ 
sence was that the St. Louis 
Cardinals, 
with

Gibson squinted 
“ Nice pic­ 
ture,” he observed, “ but ugly 
fram e.” 
Gibson was still made to feel 
a part of the team in the 
locker room, though he was 
seldom a part of the team cm 
the field.

If one thing cries for reform today in 
Washington it is the top-heavy income 
security-welfare system. It is a horrify­ 
ing mess Social security faces a funding 
crisis; it is stretched too thin; gives out 
more than it is taking in The $6 billion-a- 
year food stamp program with 19 million 
participants may have slowed down but, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, 
unpublished 
theoretical studies indicate that by next 
year 50 million Americans will be eligi­ 
ble. costing $10 billion in the bicenten­ 
nial year, if they all apply (which of 
course they won’t). There are already 62 
separate aid programs and Congress 
keeps thinking up new gadgets for the 
crazy structure piecemeal, categorical 
goodies: housing allowance, transporta­ 
tion stamps for the elderly, clothing 
vouchers and fuel coupons for the poor — 
anything but cash You can’t give cash to 
poor people; they might know better 
what they need than the government.

BOSTON - Smbldering beneath a sur­ 
face outwardly calm — at least so long 
as the federai marshals and the police 
stay on guard — is the bitter controversy 
over busing With one m ajor exception, 
the support for forced busing under 
federal court order is minimal. 
The blacks, about 20 per cent of the 
population, see busing 
as a symbol of their 
determination 
to 
break 
down 
the 
barriers vthat 
have 
segregated them in so 
many departm ents of 
life. 
It is not that black 
parents are at ease 
about the comparative 
success thus far of 
school 
integration 
They are understan­ 
dably edgy that an out­ 
break of violence may spill over onto 
their children 
The concern, as elsewhere in the na­ 
tion and for a variety of reasons, is over 
the deteriorating quality of education 
Not only busing, but a teachers’ strike 
has kept the schools in Boston in turmoil 
Tension in the classrooms where the 
boycott by whites is slowly ending makes 
teaching an exercise in diplomacy. 
A complication is the mayoralty con­ 
test. although it is not much of a contest 
since Mayor Kevin White is considered a 
shoo-in for re-election, 
both in the 
primary and in November, against his 
opponent. 
State Senator 
Joseph 
F. 
Timilty. Both are Democrats in a non­ 
partisan election and both have taken a 
hands-off position on busing. 
Handsome and articulate in the tradi­ 
tion of the Kennedys. Mayor White 
believes the law must be enforced so 
long as it is the law, yet he deplores the 
consequences in the disruption of the 
city’s school svstem and the animosity of 
white against black 
That this should be happening in 
Boston is a rude shock The setting for 
some of the greatest educational and 
cultural institutions in the country, both 
Boston and Massachusetts have long had 
a liberal tradition This was the only 
state to go for George McGovern in the 
election of 1972. It has been looked on as 
the inheritor of F.merson, Thoreau and 
the other great New Englanders. Boston 
was the center of the antislavery move­ 
ment that led up to the Civil War. 
But there can be no disguising the 
depth of the feeling that this conflict has 
stirred The invisible walls that isolate 


the separate neighborhoods suggest a 
failure of coherence, of communication, 
more revealing than the struggle over 
school integration. 
In the early part of this century a play 
that had wide recognition was "The 
Melting Pot’’ by Israel Zangwill. The 
theme was the m erger of races and 
creeds in the melting pot of America, 
with the great tide of immigration that 
brought so many diverse peoples to these 
shores. Here was the hope of the world, 
transcending 
old 
ties 
and 
ancient 
prejudices 
In light of the Boston experience, there 
is a large question whether this melting 
has taken place to any extent what­ 
soever. Charleston and South Boston are 
redoubts of ethnic opposition to any 
change in their way of life Fropi these 
strongholds of Catholicism have come 
the mothers shouting their Hail Marys 
and carrying on prayer vigils asking God 
to grant them deliverance from the as­ 
sault of the black invaders. 
These communities are as remote 
from, say, Cambridge, Harvard, and the 
area around MIT and Boston University 
as though they were in another country 
In the same way, although for quite dif­ 
ferent reasons, the concentration of 
blacks in Roxbury gives the impression 
of a separate world having little relation 
to the main stream of the city’s life. 
No one can argue that busing will bring 
down the invisible walls. At best, if it can 
proceed in comparative peace, it can 
demonstrate to young blacks and young 
whites that in spite of their backgrounds 
they have much in common. 
But as those in high political office, 
wanting to wish away the bitter onus of 
busing, say with increasing fervor, ac­ 
tion must come in housing, job oppor­ 
tunities and other remedies if there is to 
be true integration. 
While this has been President Ford’s 
theme, he is doing precious little about 
it. 
I listened to a group of black women 
speaking m ore in sorrow than in anger 
about the conflict. As one woman put it, 
"Why do they ask God to help them as 
though at this point God would intervene 
to enforce what is im moral?’’ 
Morality is surely on the side of the in- 
tegrationists. The invisible walls of a 
segregated way of life are a contradic­ 
tion of all the professions of equality that 
are at the base of our system. 
But, to this observer, to put the whole 
burden of correcting this wrong on the 
young and the troubled school system 
seems almost equally wrong

prise because top officials in 
and out of the CIA had ordered 
false 
figures about enemy 
troop strength to show that the 
Viet Cong was running out of 
men. He backs up his charge 
with cables from former U.S. 
Ambassador 
Ellsworth 
Bunker and Gen. Creighton 
Abrams, deputy U.S. com­ 
mander in Vietnam at the 
time. 
“Although our aim was to 
fool the American press, the 
public and the Congress,” said 
Adams, ‘‘we in intelligence 
succeeded 
best 
in 
fooling 
ourselves.” 
This would seem to be a fit­ 
ting epitaph for an agency 
that, in the opinion of a grow­ 
ing number of Americans, has 
outlived whatever usefulness 
it may ever have had. Certain­ 
ly, it is becoming more and 
more manifest that a top-to- 
bottom housecleaning of the 
CIA is in order lest this nation 
one day find it has succeeded 
in fooling itself into oblivion.

The bill setting up collective bargain­ 
ing procedures for school employes only 
incidentally sounded the death knell of 
the Winton Act Brown signed SB 160 last 
week As written by Sen. Albert S. Rodda 
of Sacramento, the bill and now the act 
becomes effective on Jan. 1. On that date 
the 
Educational 
Employment 
Rela­ 
tions Board (EERB) 
will be set in motion as 
a first step in the im­ 
plementation 
On 
April 1. the m achinery 
for 
recognition 
of 
bargaining agents will 
come into being; and 
finally on July 1. the 
negotiation 
features 
themselves will be set 
in motion. 
There are some fine 
lines to these deadlines as far as their 
impact on emplove-school board rela­ 
tions are concerned There are some who 
say 
it 
is unrealistic to think that 
meaningful negotiations could be carried 
out under the old setup, prior to July 1. 
especially with the Winton Act dead In 
other words, it could very well be that 
contracts or rather salary agreements 
with 
both 
teachers 
and 
classified 
employes will still be pending on July 1. 
After July 1. the act calls for written and 
legally 
binding contracts with 
both 
categories of workers. 
School employes generally can’t wait 
for the Winton Act to go into oblivion 
Nothing nettled the teachers and the 
classified employes more than the Win­ 
ton Act’s m andate for the school board 
to act unilaterally The act. which came 
into being in 1965 merely required the 
school board to "m eet and confer 
After that the board could decide the is­ 
sue. one way or another as it saw fit It 
should be said that some trustees and 
many adm inistrators never really felt 
comfortable 
with 
things 
that 
way 
Although the trustees had the power to 
meet and confer with the Certificated 
Employe Council, speaking of teachers 
for the moment, and then to come back 


and decide the issue without regard to 
whether it pleased the teachers, they 
seldom did. Although the school board 
said months ago, literally, here is a six 
per 
cent 
increase, 
the negotiations 
dragged out when there was no agree­ 
ment. The board was reluctant to act in 
that way. As a matter of fact there was 
little precedent for precipitous action on 
salaries especially. 
Much has been made of the meet and 
confer sessions on salaries, but the fact 
is there are many issues of major impor­ 
tance which have been threshed out at 
the CEC level. 
It is important to note that the new act 
and its bargaining mandate, also covers 
a whole gamut of questions in addition to 
salaries. The California Teachers As­ 
sociation (CTA) "Action" issue of Sept. 
26 says the scope of the bargaining in­ 
cludes: wages, hours, health and welfare 
benefits, leave and transfer policies, 
safety conditions of employment, class 
size, 
evaluation 
procedures, 
organizational security (agency shop and 
maintenance 
of 
membership), 
and 
grievance arbitration In addition, ac­ 
cording to CTA, the "the exclusive 
representative has the right to meet and 
confer on the definition of educational 
objectives, determination of course con­ 
tent. and curriculum and text selection. 
But we re getting ahead of ourselves. 
Rodda’s act will do these things: Repeal 
Winton Act Cover all school employes in 
kindergarten through grade 14 
(All 
employes except those in management 
and confidential positions. Set up a 
three-member EERB to administer the 
law Provide for exclusive representa­ 
tion Provide for appropriate bargaining 
units Provide for mandatory negotia­ 
tions in good faith Provide for written 
contracts based on the negotiations. 
Then the scope of the coverage, already 
cited 
Provide for released time for 
negotiations and grievance processing 
Provide for dues deduction only for the 
exclusive representatives. 
CTA president Steve Edwards hailed 
the new law with this quote from the Ac­ 
tion publication: "With its mandated 


orderly procedures, including good faith 
negotiations, 
mediation, 
fact-finding, 
binding contract, and an overseeing 
regulatory agency, SB 160 provides the 
rational and responsible way to resolve 
employe-employer differences.” 
Attorneys and others will come up with 
more specifics later, meanwhile it is 
clear that the law does not provide 
language setting forth the option of the 
strike as a bargaining tool. And the law 
does not provide binding arbitration. 
Still to be heard from are the employes 
themselves. 


American security program is shaped by 
21 committees of Congress, 50 state 
legislatures and 1500 county welfare 
departments. It started as a log cabin

national health insurance (urged by 
Truman and defeated by the American 
Medical Association). The difficulties of 
progress have never been more visible 
than in the failure to streamline and har­ 
monize the fragmented parts in 40 years. 
A lot of poor families make a net gain 
in income of a couple of thousand dollars 
if the father deserts. Then the mother is 
eligible for extra benefits - nontaxable. 
Here’s 
the 
typical 
comment 
of 
a 
caseworker 
in 
Georgia: 
"My 
first 
criticism is that we run the able-bodied 
fathers out of the home; they are un­ 
deremployed, underpaid, and in order 
for the family to survive the father has to 
leave home. And now we are spending 
just about 50 per cent of our time trying 
to find these fathers whom we have run 
out of their homes.” 
It’s funny in a cruel way. A working 
man in Detroit must earn $7350 gross to 
have the equivalent of the relief, food, 
and average medical benefits available 
to his wife and three children on welfare 
As bread winner, he has to pay social 
security taxes; on relief she doesn’t. She 
is tempted to get a job. But tests in New 
York, Chicago, Atlanta and Los Angeles 
show that if she has three children and 
works at median wage she earns less 
than she would on welfare. She pays $325 
in social security taxes; about $125 in 
federal income taxes and close to $800 in 
work expenses (bus fare and somebody 
to look after the kids). She stays on 
relief. 
Should the system be abolished? Of 
course not! If there is one thing that has 
kept the lid on in America’s worst reces­ 
sion it is unemployment insurance, food 
stamps, aid to families with dependent 
children, and all the rest. But it is 
preposterous not to harmonize overlapp­ 
ing programs; they give poor value foi 
money. The subject is a particular thorr 
for Republicans. 
Alf Landon called 
FDR’s plan a “cruel hoax” ; a fraud on 
the working man.” He carried only two 
states. President Ford, as he rambles 
about the country, telling us to take 
government out of government, is aware 
of the problem. He told an audience 
(Chicago, August 31) that "there has to 
be 
a 
total 
revamping 
of 
welfare 
program.” Correct, splendid; and he is a 
compassionate man who twice voted in 
the House for Nixon’s still-born Family 
Assistance Program. But when he gets 
before a Republican audience (Dallas, 
Sept. 13) he says "social programs 
literally threaten our whole economy” 
and that he will use the veto "again and 
again and again.” A black woman in St. 
Louis asked if he had had any new social 
programs to help the poor? He replied 
(Sept. 12) that what would help more 
would be a healthy economy — the tax 
base would expand and everyone would 
be 
better off. 
Sometimes he’s for 
reform; sometimes for business revival. 
Studies show that a lot of people who

it.

Sooner or later 
everybody in the country, rich and poor 
alike, wiil file income taxes, and those 
below the poverty line will get a 
moderate direct cash grant from the 
government related to income, while the 
low and moderate-income workers will 
get tax relief Why not cash on a uniform 
basis instead of food stamps and pay­ 
ments that drive husbands from home?
